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A VISIT FROM MARS

Astronomers Wateh the Planet at the
Allegheny Observatory.

VERY MUCH LIKE THE EARTH.

Sigas Discovered of Solid Land. Water and
_ su Atmosphere.

PECULIARITIES OF ITS MANY CANALS

Last night the planet Mars was in opposi- |
tion to the sun and nearer the earth than it
has been since August, 1877. It was an
event of grest interest to astronomers and
the great planet was scanned through tele-
scopes from every quarter of the civilized
globe.

The night was bright and olear and from
the Allegheny Observatory an excellent
view could be had. At 7:30 o'clock the
planet eame into view snd immediately the
mammoth telescope operated by Prof
James E Keeler, the director of the Alle-
gheny Observatory was brought to bear on
it. At first oniy a casual glimpse could be
eaught of the star, but ax it gnined ascend.-
enoy & better view conld be bad. The
pluoet in the region of the poles presented
s whitish appearance and boso a striking
resemblance to snow. The regions of the
lower pole was also white-capped though it
bas been greatly diminished during the past |
few dave

Land and Seas Discerned.

Between the poles and extending for
thousands of miles two colors were notice-
gble, s reddish tinge regarded as repre-
genting land snd 8 faint greenish cast
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supposed to indicats the ﬁunu of seas
and oceans. These larger bodies appear to
be connected by small eanals which were
plainly visible under the strong telescope,

Just above the ceater of the planet counld
ba seen o huge volume of vapor, evidentlya
thousand miles in height, which almost ob-
setired the npper part of the planet. The
vapor was partly transparent and at times
would clear away sufficiently to sllow a
tolerable good view of the upper portion of
the planet

Of all the planets in the solar system Mars
is possibly of the greatest interest to the in-
habitents of the earth for several reasons
In the first place, Mars is the nearest to the
earth of all the planets, and second, it is
most like the earth of all planete It is
known to have an atmosphere similar to
ours. Under the strong lenses of the tele-
scope ane could easily see that the planet
bad lsod snd_ water. There seemed to be
one great ocean and one great continent.
Unlike the earth the land appears to oc-
cupy at least three-fourths of the surface,
while the water occupies the other one-
fourth. The comtinent appeared to0 be out
upin many places by streams of water,
judged to be sbout 20 or 30 miles wide

Canals That Purz'e Astronome-ra,

'I'hc{ may be rivers or no water st all,
tha:i in astronomical language they are
called eanals, as they conform closely to
the shape of acanal. Mr. Keeler is par-
tioularly observing these cavals It is ssid
by some of the astronomers of the country
that these counecting bodies of water
change very rapidly,. Where a single
body of water would separale & tract ol
lund to-day, 12 hours later it would be
separated into several lll’igl. the river evi-
dently branching out and finding other
chunnels

An excellent view of the elouds on Mars
could be had from Mr. Keeley's observa-
tory,  In the telescope they appeared to .o
only small white specks and had no motion
wimtever. The astronomers do not say
with auy degree of certainty that the
clonds do not move, but they claim that in
ense they did the distsoce is too great to de-
tect the movement.

At the close of the observations last night
of Prof. Keeley, he said that he could not
give any report, inasmuch as he had only s
partof the wark to do. Said he: “An
agresment was reached several months sgo
by the observatories to divide the work
and each of them were to look after certain
parts. Some, for instance, are measuring
the distance from the earth to Mars, while

“The great qnestion that s to be de-
termined is whether the planet is inhabit-
ed like the earth. It has been shown be-
vond doubt that the planet is posseswed of
vegetable matter. Mountaine and rivers
onn plainly be discerned. The nee of
the vapors indicate very clearly that the
planet is surroumded by the same atmos-
phere as the earth. This is & matter of
great importance, and I cun assure yon that,
judging from the rapid strides made in the
selentific world, it will soon be known.”

Mars, named after the Roman god of war,
iw the fonrth planet in order of distance
from the sun, and the nearest to us of those
superior planets whose orbits lie outaidé of
the earth’s

Its diameter in supposed to be 4,200 miles,
It travels around the sun in & mean sidereal
period of 686,07 days, at & mean distance of
141,500,000 miles, and returns to apposition
at intervals separated by a mean period of
TU33 duyn The eccentricity of the
orbit s wery much ter than
the earth, =0 that while
its pgreatest distance from the sun
is 152,304,000 miles, its least is 126,318,000
miles. The earth's mean distance trom the
sun is 91,430, 000 miles, sothat when the two
planets are in conjunction the mean dis.
from the sarth to Mars Is about 49,000,000,
But when they are in confunction, or when
Mars is nesrest thesun in itsp round
ity orbit although the earth at JS. time is
considerably further from the sun than her
mean distance, the distance between the
two is about 435,000,000 miles,

In 1877 it was discovered that Murs has
two moons, They are the smallest planers
ever discovered by scientista Ther sre
inner and outer planets; the inner is about
eight miles and the outer 20 miles in di-
ameter. The first is estimated about 4,000
miles trom Mars and the latter 12,000 miles,
